Half a Road --- Problem 
In Full to Council 


Half a loaf may be better than 
none, but the city council will not 
accept half a road as better than 
none. W. Evans Buchanan, builder 
of Lakewood homes, requested per- 
mission from the council to pave 
only one half (engthwise) of 
Greenhill road, the access street 
to his new development. He present- 
ed photostatic evidence that a rep- 
resentative of the Baptist church 
had agreed, in 1956, to pay one 
half the cost of the road and a 
later letter sent last month, which 
stated that the Baptist church did 
not feel legally obligated to share 
in the expense, The church admit- 
ted to a moral obligation but stated 
it is financially unable to meet the 
cast at this time. The cost is esti- 
mated at $3000. 


Dr. James McCarl, Jr., speaking 
for the Baptist group, told the 
council that the original offer was 
made to the Continental Construc- 
tion Co. (Warner-Kanter) but since 
that time the Independence Con- 
struction Co, (Buchanan) had pur- 
chased the property. McCarl added 
that the design of the new church 
building did not require or antici- 
pate a street along one side of its 
property. 

The puzzled council asked city- 
manager Charles McDonald to 
notify city solicitor Ralph Bowers 
and have him investigate the legai 
responsibilities of the city in this 
dispute. According to McDonald, 
the city need not accept in dedica- 
tion a street that does not meet the 
standards of the community. How- 
ever, he pointed out that residents 
will soon be occupying homes in 
Lakewood and they would be com- 
ing to the city for assistance if 
Greenhill road is unsuitable. 


Instrument on Loan 


Any Greenbelt boy or girl be- 
tween the ages of 9"and 16, even 
though he or she has never played 
an instrument before, can obtain 
an instrument on loan from the 
Greenbelt Community Band to be- 
gin a musical career, a spokesman 
for the band has revealed. 

Clarifying a story in last week’s 
issue which stated that previous 
private instruction was needed he- 
fore joining the band, the band 
official explained that beginners 
in music could select an instrument 
from the band collection and then 
sign up for private lessons. A list 
of local music instructors is avail- 
able from the band, although any 
instructor can be used.

Following the recommendations 
of its land proceeds committee, the 
board of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. decided last Thursday 
evening to present for membership 
approval at the annual meeting 
on Wednesday, March 25, a new 
resolution to replace the old re- 
solution on the establishment of a 
plan for refinancing sales. Lloyd 
Moore, chairman of the 3-man com- 
mittee (other members, Bruce Bow- 
man and Ralph Bartholomew), 
stated that the old _ resolution, 
which was approved at the March, 
1956 annual membership meeting, 
was in part no longer applicable 
to the current situation. 

The new resolution reaffirms the 
intent of the board with member- 
ship approval to use the net pro- 
ceeds from the GLIC stock sale 
(GLIC was the subsidiary corpora- 
tion of GHI that owned the unde- 
veloped land) for a revolving fund 
for GHI to purchase back and fin- 
ance the resale of perpetual use 
contracts, GHI ‘expects to receive 
in a few weeks the final payment 
of $112,950 due on the land stock 
sale, of which about $97,000 will be 
available after expenses for the re- 
financing plan. 

The new resolution, however, un- 
like the old resolution, does not 
spell out the exact formula that 
will be used to govern the amount 
of loans or the conditions under 
which the loans will be granted. 
The old resolution prescribed that 
the loan on each individual unit 
would be limited to 60 per cent of 
bock equity, up to a maximum of 
$1,000. Moore stated that these re- 
strictions make the plan inopera- 
tive today and suggested that the 
resolution contain no specific lend- 
ing formula so that the board 
would have sufficient flexibility to 
meet changing conditions. 

The committee, Moore said, was 
in agreement that at present local 
lending institutions like the Credit 
Union and Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan Association are providing suffi- 
cient financing for the. resale».of 
GHI housing units. Therefore, it 
was expected that GHI would not 
need to launch the plan on a large 
scale, but could get into it on a 
gradual basis, As an interim mea- 
sure, the committee proposed that 
the resolution contain authority for 
the board to invest amounts not 
needed for the revolving fund with 
the local refinancing institutions, 
provided Public Housing Admini- 
stration grants approval. At pre- 
sent the board is restricted to in- 
vesting in insured financial in- 
stitutions or in government securi- 
ties, 

The proposed new resolution also 
differs from the old resolution in 
one other respect. It contains no 
restriction on the possibility of 
other corporate funds being placed 
in the revolving fund. 

A simple majority of the duly- 
constituted quorum present at the 
membership meeting will be needed 
to approve the resolution, unlike a 
by-law change, which requires a 
two-thirds vote, 

Empty Garages 

The board expressed concern over 
the large number of garages—about 
14—-vacant in the 2 court of Gar- 
denway. It had before it a pro- 
posal to rent these garages for 
storage of items other than auto- 
mobiles but decided that renting 
for such purposes would not be ap- 
propriate for a residential area,
